WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—The 
three top men in the Economic 
Stabilization Agency are still “go- 
ing into” and “studying” the prob- 
lem of how to control inflation. 
They are “making plans’ for 
mandatory control of wages and 
prices but see no reason to put 
their plans into effect now, and 
hope to avoid putting them into 
effect ever. 

That is what came out of a jam- 
packed press conference held 
jointly today by Alan Valentine, 
administrator of the Economic 
Stabilization Agency, and his two 
top aids, Michael V. DiSalle, di- 
rector of price stabilization, and 
Cyrus Ching, chairman of the 
Wage Stabilization Board. 

Meantime, it was apparent, the 
ESA will seek to rely on “volun- 
tary” controls, and 
economics.” 


ESA last night took its first 
action to restrain climbing prices,

Pressure on Truman. 

The Valentine - Ching - DiSalle 
press conference was held amidst 
rumors in Washington as thick 
as an old St. Louis smog that 
President Truman is under pres- 
sure from some of his advisers to 
proclaim a national emergency 
and -slap on a wide variety of 
controls, including an immediate 
freeze of wages and prices. | 

These rumors were brushed off | 
by Valentine, former president of 
Rochester University. as some- 
thing that had not originated in 
ESA. He remarked that he could 
not keep up with all the rumors 
in Washington. 

DiSalle, former Mayor of To- 
ledo, pleaded that he had. only 
recently been named to the price 
post, and that it would take him 
two or three months to set up a 
price-fixing agency comparable 
to OPA of World War II, even if 
that was contemplated.

ernecks yesterday completed their 
escape from the Changjin reser- 
voir trap and broke a bloody 
trail through snowy mountain | 
passes to Koto, nearly halfway | 
to the coastal plain. | 

“It was bad,” said Maj,» Gen. 
Oliver P. Smith, division com- 
mander, ‘“‘but not so bad as we 
expected.” 

Under an umbrella of fighter 
planes swooping and diving to 
protect the lead and tail of the 
10-mile long caravan, the Marines, 
with tactics similar to those of 
the pioneers, fought their way 
into this bleak plateau city, 
streaming in from 5 o’clock yes- 
terday morning till 10 last eve- 


ning. Here they joined other Ma- 
rine and Army units with whom 
they will attempt the final plunge 
to the sea. 

To help in this final escape 
through a wall of Chinese, the 
Air Force dropped an entire 
eight-span treadway bridge. It will 
replace a dynamited span across 
a dam about three miles down the 
road—a dam still in enemy terri- 


tory. 

This was the world’s first air 
drop of a bridge and was only one 
of many fantastic feats marking 
the desperate efforts to bring to 
safety the bruised remnants of the 
badly mauled Leathernecks. 


Wounded Evacuated. _ 

Outstanding in the day’s activi- 
ties was the evacuation by fighter- 
bombers of the wounded from the 
tiny sod strip at Koto. (A Chi- 
nese attack on this air strip was 
reported today.)

NEW YORK TO USE 


ALL SHIPS IN PORT 
IF CITY IS BOMBED 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (AP) — If 
New York is atom bombed, every 
vessel in the harbor, from small 
launches to huge ocean liners, 
will be pressed into service, city 
officials say. They would be used 


to evacuate casualties and as tem- 
porary hospitals. 

“Arrangements have already 
been made,” said the hospitals 
commissioner, Dr. Marcus D. Ko- 
gel, and Edward F. Cavanagh MJr., 
commissioner of Marine and Avi- 
ation. 

Cavanagh said: “The harbor 
usually has from four to seven 
liners in port at one time. All 
are self-sustaining — practically 
floating cities, with their own 
power plants, food supplies, and 
other utilities.

In addition to a “new Oak 
Ridge” the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission is building a “new Han- 
ford” in South Carolina. Together 
they are comparable in industrial 
magnitude to the huge wartime 


projects which spawned the 
world’s first atomic bombs. 
Since the A-bomb program got 


'under way, the United States has 
been producing 


two kinds of 
atomic explosives—the fissionable 
materials plutonium, made at Han- 
ford, Wash., and uranium-235, 
produced at Oak Ridge, Tenn. 


The Kentucky works, like the 
expanding Oak Ridge plant, will 
produce U-235, a rare form of 
uranium which can be used as an 
explosive or fuel. It will be the 
biggest sIngle phase of the $1.- 
050,000,000 program which en- 
visages atomic expansion “all 
along the line” from raw mater- 
ials to finished product. 


The South Carolina plant, for 
which $260,000,000 already has 
been appropriated as a starter, 
will be built by E. I. du Pont de 
Nemours & Co. on a 250,000-acre 
tract along the Savannah river. 


That plant will manufacture a 
third atomic explosive, tritium, 
for the hydrogen “super bomb” 
if the H-bomb proves feasible. 
Otherwise, it will produce plu- 
tonium. Right now, informed 
sources say, the odds favor plu- 
tonium. 


The Savannah river and Ken- 
tucky plants will use two entirely 
different production methods. The 
“new Hanford” will consist of 
towering reactors in which non- 
explosive uranium, U-238, is 
transmuted by atomic bombard- 
ment into explosive plutonium. 

The “new Oak Ridge” will con- 
sist of two huge and complex 
gaseous diffusion plants for sep- 
arating U-235 from U-238.

Col. Holcomb, whose 15 years 
in China gives him special quali- 
fications for his present job, said 
yesterday at his new headquar- 
ters at Koto, “It was good to 


know that the Chinese are having.

rea, Dec. 8 (AP)—The United 
States Second Division was the 
cork in the bottle. 

It held back the Chinese invad- 
ers from Manchuria for six crit- 
ical days of bitter and bloody 
fighting. 

But this highly trained fighting 
force, one of the elite units of 
the Army, paid a heavy price for 
its brilliant stand. Its road to 
glory was strewn with the bodies 
of many brave officers and men 
who fought to the last bullet. 
One-third of the division was 
killed, wounded or missing. 

Counted in the toll were 237 
officers, at least 110 of them key 
men in command positions. Five 
doctors and two chaplains were 
lost. Equipment loss was heavy. 

Wounded helped wounded. Of- 
ficers died in the arms of other 
officers. Generals took up rifles 
alongside infantrymen to fire at 
the enemy. : 

Stymied Reds Three Ways. 

It appears certain the Second’s 
stand will rank as one of the 
greatest holding actions of the 
Korean war. It stymied the Reds 
in three ways: 

First, it blunted the heaviest 
Chinese thrust along the entire 
front sufficiently to allow most 
other United Nations forces to 
pull back in orderly fashion. 

Second, it successfully 
blocked a vital road down which 
the Chinese could have swept 
to choke off the only escape 
route of U.N. forces on the 
northwest side of the Chong- 
chon river.

Earlier in the year, the top 
leadership of the California dis- 
trict of the party met to study the 
status of the sabotage concentra- 
tions throughout the state. It was 
decided that these concentrations 
must be in areas where they 
could carry out “effective” work 
in the event of an emergency. 

The meeting discussed the best 
means for the promulgation and 
prolonging of strikes and work 
stoppages, how best to agitate la- 
bor disturbances, and finally the 
ability of their activists to con- 
duct wide-scale sabotage “should 
the international position call 
for it.” 

Union Members Cautioned. 


Because of the mounting pub- 
lic awareness of the Communist 
conspiracy, top functionaries on 
the West Coast met in the recent 
two weeks to caution their mem- 
bers within the ranks of labor 
that they should, above all else, 
not do anything overtly that 
could bring charges of sabotage 
against them.

F BRITAIN persists in its re- 

ported opposition to American 

demands for sanctions against 
China, American policy toward 
Western Europe may be put to a 
dangerous test, it is foreseen here. 

American policy as it stands 
today is based on the idea that 
the defense of Western Europe 
is of paramount importance and 
that events in Asia and elsewhere 
must not be allowed to jeopardize 
it. 

The question that dominated 
the minds of European leaders 
today was whether the United 
States would persist in taking 
one-handed action against China 
if Britain refused to go along 
and whether if that happened it 
might alter fundamental Ameri- 
can policy. 

Such a situation—in which 
Western Europe failed to back 
up the United States—coupled 
with mounting American exasper- 
ation with the situation in Korea, 
might result in making Western 
Europe, and Britain in particu- 
lar, the whipping boy of Ameri- 
can public opinion, it is feared. 
A very practical and deadly 
dangerous result of this might be 
that Congress would balk at ap- 
propriating funds for European 
rearmament. 

People here are increasingly 
alarmed at the tone of dispatches 
from Washington hinting that 
World War III is regarded as hav- 
ing started. 

If that assumption were really 
accepted, the United States would 
immediately stop sending arms to 
western Europe for the obvious 
reason that the situation would 
be hopeless. In other words, it 
would be necessary for the same 
people who assumed that the war 
had begun to assume that western 
Europe was lost. 

The only assumption on which 
it is proper to proceed, it is be- 
lieved here, is that Russia has not 
moved, will not move in the near 
future, and may, in fact, never 
move if the United States and 
western Europe take the neces- 
sary measures to defend western 
Europe and do not allow them- 
selves to be defeatist or to get 
rattled.

T. LOUIS can take an object lesson from Kansas City on 
numerous achievements in highly desirable physical improve- 
Many of the things Kansas City has 


done or started well on the way to accomplishment are among bet- 
terments needed by St. Louis, but stili only talked about and 
wished for in that larger Missouri city. 


While Kansas City has attained 
unwelcome national notoriety for 
its strange intermixture of poli- 
tics, crime and gangsterism, its 
present municipal administration 
is well regarded by civic leaders 
here. The city has forged quietly 
ahead with its civic program, 
which covers a wide range of 
major and minor subjects. 


In November 1947 Kansas City 
voted $41,561,000 in bonds for 
numerous improvements. In pro- 
portion to population and other 
factors, this was almost as am- 
bitious an undertaking as the 
famous $87,372,500 bond issue of 
St. Louis back in 1923, long since 
put to work. It was virtually as 
big as the St. Louis “postwar” 
bond issue, $43,527,000, of 1944. 


The difference is that St. 
Louis has been sitting tight, 
utilizing only a small fraction 
of the 1944 fund, while Kansas 
City has pushed ahead to get 
the benefits of its 1947 plan 
immediately after an attack in 
the courts was defeated. 


This attack came from lately 
annexed territory, on the ground 
that that area would be taxed 
for the bonds although it did 
not vote on them. An injunction 
tied up the program for a year 
and a half, but the city won in 
the Supreme Court of Missouri 
last January. Two months later 
the first bonds were sold. This 
year’s undertakings amounted to 
$5,230,000, including traffic arter- 
ies, sewers, park improvements 
and development of Starlight 
Theater, an open-air auditorium 
in Swope Park, which Kansas 
City would like to put on a par 
with St. Louis’s Municipal Opera.

Of the total issue 
voted,” the biggest items are 
$12,300,000 for trafficways and 
boulevards and $10,500,000 for an 
“international super airport.”

It runs 
from the southwestern corner of 
the downtown district to the 
vicinity of the noted Country 
Club Plaza, passing Union Sta- 
tion and Penn Valley Park on 
the west. A modern highway with 
limited access, it gives needed 
relief to a populous and impor- 
tant residential area in both Mis- 
souri and Kansas. 


Carries 2 Major Highways. 


The northern portion, carrying 
two major interstate highways, 
U. S. 50 and 69, was financed 
with state and federal money, 
except for a third of the cost of 
right-of-way, borne by the city.

School Board ve. Schools 


All too often, it seems that the worst enemies 
of the St. Louis schools are the members of the 
St. Louis School Board. Most of them are more 
interested in their perquisites and their patron- 
age than in providing qualified teachers and 
adequate buildings for the children of the city. 

Over the years, the St. Louis school system 
has deteriorated to-.the point where a sizable 
tax increase and a considerable bond issue are 
needed to recover the lost ground. Even the 
board acknowledges these needs. 

But what is being done to meet them? 

About a year ago, the Board of Education 
sanctioned the appointment of a broadly repre- 
sentative Citizens Advisory Committee. After 
careful study, this committee recommended both 
a tax increase and the issuance of bonds. Pre- 
sumably, this pleased the school board. 

The committee, however, also recommended 
certain changes in the school system—changes 
which would make for greater efficiency and 
economy. Most of these are aimed at preroga- 
tives of the board and its hired officials. This 
the board members do not like at all. So, they 
seem determined to. scuttle the reform 
recommendations. 

“ ~ “ 

Signs of this have been discernible around 
Tenth and Locust for months. Now the whole 
dirty business is out in the open. It has led to 
the resignation of H. M. Stolar, father of the 
Citizens Committee idea, as chairman of the 
board’s committee on economic needs. His rea- 
son is that his own committee has aecepted only 
one relatively minor suggestion made by the 
advisory group, thus pretty clearly indicating 
the attitude of a majority of the board. A last- 
minute face-saving gesture does not change this 
fact. 

Mr. Stolar has had his tiffs with the other 
board members in the past. But in the present 
instance he is unquesticnably on the side of the 
school children, the teachers and the taxpayers 
of St. Louis. The major reforms must be sup- 
ported against the school board politicians. 

There is a key reform. If it is accepted in 
good faith, the community can be reasonably 
sure about the rest. This test item is the unit 
system. This means placing general responsi- 
bility for the schools in the hands of one super- 
intendent. It means eliminating or sharply re- 
ducing the authority of the four other officials 
with whom the Superintendent of Instruction 
now shares responvibility. It also means getting 
the boerd members out of administrative mat- 
ters. This would get rid of the separate little 
principalities which make for inefficiency, con- 
fusion and graft. 

~ » * 

To install the unit system, full-fledged, the 
Board of Education must have the permission 
of the Legislature. But short of that, the board 
can go a long way. For instance, the four-year 
term cf Supnivy Commissioner Nushan is expir- 
int. The hoard does not have to reappoint him. 
His functions can be transferred to a new busi- 
ness management set-up recommenced by the 
Citizens Committee. A number of other stream- 
lining improvements also can be made now. 

Most important of all, it will not be too diffi- 
cult to obtain sanction of a more thorough re- 
organization if the Legislature is asked for it in 
tones which make it clear that the board mem- 
bers really want this permission. 

Thus they could have a record of reforms in 
effect before going to the voters for bond au- 
thorizations and higher taxes. 

Or does the board believe it can get its extra 
money without cleaning house? Having~ given 
most of the teachers a salary increase by divert- 
ing money from the building sites fund, do the 
board members believe the teachers will cam- 
paign for the tax increase so that there will be 
money to pay them in future years? Do they 
believe that the voters will approve bonds for 
their children’s sake, no matter how displeased 
these voters may be with the board? Or, per- 
haps, do some board members not even care 
whether the additional revenue is forthcoming? 
Are they interested only in making sure that 
their own vower is not curbed one jot or tittle? 

.The Citizens Advisory Committee has done 
well to constitute itself an organization which 
will campaign for the reforms it has recom- 
mended. If these can be adequately explained 
to the voters of St. Louis, then—and only then— 
can St. Louis be sure that its schools will be 
properly served. 
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Limits on Consumer Demand 

Walter Reuther made a weak case against in- 
stallment buying curbs when he appeared before 
a joint congressional committee investigating 
operation of economic controls. 

It is true, as Reuther said, ethat restricting 
installment credit does not hamper’ inflationary 
buying by the “wealthy and well-to-do.” Short 
of rationing, we don’t know what would.,. - 

Installment credit is a means of creating fic- 
titious money—of basing consumer demand .on 
anticipated rather than actual income. At a 
time when all consumer demand is in competi- 
tion with the national defense program for a 
limited supply of goods, it is only reasonable to 
ask that this demand bear some relation to con- 
sumer income. 
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Dangerous G. 0 i ecaees 
Some Republicans in the Senate, fortified by 
the G.O.P. gains in last month's elections, are 
making a determined effort to take the job of 
foreign-policy making away from the State 


Department. 
Twenty-four Republican Senators intfoduced 


a resolution, bearing the name of Missouri’s 
Senator Kem, which would require President 
Truman to put in the form of a treaty any agree- 
ment he may reach with Prime Minister Attlee. 
If this resolution should pass, which fortunately 
seems doubtful, it would give the right wing 
Republicans control of foreign policy, because 
they could be sure of mustering the 33 votes in 
the Senate which would be all that would be 
needed to block ratification of any treaty. 

Senator Taft did not sign the resolution, but 
immediately after the election he made it thor- 
oughly clear that he was determined to force 
through his own interpretation of the bipartisan 
foreign policy. No longer would it be sufficient 
for the Administration to frame policy with the 
help of such Republicans as Mr. Dulles and for- 
mer Senators Austin and Cooper. Henceforth it 
would be the Republicans in the Senate, and the 
Taft Republicans, who would do what he chose 
to call the re-examining. 

There is no doubt that giving Congress, 
instead of the Administration, the job of framing 
foreign policy would be the height of folly. Even 
disregarding the fact that such a course is pro- 
hibited by the Constitution, it simply would be 
impossible for Congressmen to do the job. 

They do not have the time which is required. 
Many of them do not have the necessary know!- 
edge or experience. Delicate international ne-

gotiations cannot be conducted on.Capitol Hill 
Congress now holds veto power. over the 
broad designs and major steps of American for- 
eign policy. Congress must approve treaties, 
appropriations bills and some appointments. 
These powers the people’s representatives most 
assuredly should have. 

Certainly also the Republicans. should be 
called in for consultation. But the result would 
be chaos if Congress, any Congress, were to try 
to take over the job of framing ——. policy 


from the ground up. 
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Condition. of Rearmament 
While the nation’s eyes are fixed on Korea, 
the Western powers’ rearmament program is 


unfolding in a way that re-emphasizes the prior-_ 


ity of Europe. 

Atlantic Pact deputies have agreed on a plan 
to bring German troops into the Western Euro- 
pean defense force. Apparently French de- 
mands for economic integration first have been 
swept aside, together with the French proposal 
to establish a European defense ministry. The 
plan is said to call for recruitment of 150,000 


German troops, representing one fifth of the 


total Atlantic Pact force. 

But now the question is whether the Germans 
will go along. Ronn officials indicate they may 
not. As to why not, Walter Lippmann reports 
after a trip to Germany that the Germans do 
not intend to participate in European defense 
unless rearmament is accompanied by “an all-out 
American strategic commitment not only to de- 
fend Western Europe but to liberate Eastern 
Europe.” & 

Mr. Lippmann’ s report that the German price 


for participation would be a forcible reunion | 


with East Germany is deeply disturbing. On 
these terms, the proposed defense force for 
Western Europe becomes an offensive force, and 
there is not the slightest reason to suppose that 


‘the Soviet Union would stand idly by while such 


a force was building. 

Even if this problem could be solved, there 
is little doubt that at the very least the Germans, 
along with the French, will insist on a strong 
American military commitment. If they are to 
rearm at the risk of provoking Soviet attack, 
they will want American troops at their side to 
share the risk. 

We cannot honor that sominiteient if our mili- 
tary forces are inextricably entangled in Asia. 
A settlement in Asia is the prerequisite to the 
defense of Europe. 
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Playing With inate Safety 


After seiasinelaie with the hotel fire safety code 
for many months, some members of the Board 
of Aldermen have now turned to the theater 
safety laws. Alderman Louis Berra seeks pas- 
sage of bills to exempt existing theaters from 
requirements for fire-proofing stages, stairs te 
projection booths and the area around heating 
plants. 

Building Commissioner A. H. Baum calls this 
a “step backward in theater safety,” and that is 
exactly what it is. The appeal of theater own- 
ers, who say.that they could empty their thea- 
ters in three to five minutes in case of fire, 
simply ignores the whole idea of fire prevention. 
Maybe they can empty their theaters that swiftly 
in case of fire, and maybe they cannot, but the 
fact is that they should not have to do so. 

The way to prevent fires 1s to make it nearly 
impossible for fires to start and to spread. The 
safety code was written for that purpose, and 
the Aldermen should refuse to change it. 
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Lost Leadership on Trade 

President Truman has pigeonholed the Inter- 
national Trade Organization indefinitely. 

This is the kind of consummation of long and 
earnest effort which must baffle other countries 
in their dealings with the United States. 

ITO is the United States’ own project. Many 


departments of our Government labored two 


and a half years framing the “Proposals for the 
Expansion of World Trade and Employment.” 
These proposals became the basis for ITO. At 
London, at Geneva, and at Havana the nations 
conferred at various times during three years. 
Representatives of 54 of them signed the Char- 
ter of ITO, an agency of the United Nations. 
This Charter was the embodiment of prin- 
ciples which, as Clair Wilcox of Swarthmore Col- 
lege wrote in A Charter for World Trade, “fol- 
low the line of policy that has been recom- 
mended by every American scholar who has 
written on the subject in recent years; they have 
been approved by major groups representing 
labor, and agriculture, the 
women’s organizations, and the churches, by the 
all but unanimous voice of the nation’s press 
and, according to every poll of public opinion 
that has been taken since the war, by the over- 


‘ whelming majority of the American people.” 


A bare eight months ago Secretary Acheson 
told Congress: “American leadership in world 
affairs has always depended on our willingness 
to practice what we preach. Action with respect 
to the International Trade Organization is a test 
of our leadership.” 

How, after all that, is President Truman per- 
Congress, where special 
interests demanding tariffs and preference are 
often stronger than the general interest which 
demands freedom of trade, has never ratified 
the ITO. And so, instead of a bold charter for 
freer world trade, the United States now pro- 
poses limited approaches to the problems of 
economic nationalism. 

To those nations that looked to the emancipa- 
tion of trade as a means of halting Communist 


imperialism, reconstructing their war-shattered 


economies, averting trade wars, and building 
into a prosperous future—to them, the forfeiture 
of leadership in this matter by the United States 
must seem sad and perplexing indeed. 
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Footnote to Some Controversies 

Oxcarts were used in Korea by the Chinese 
Communists with telling effect against United 
Nations troops. Earlier, the North Korean Com- 
munists used superior Russian tanks against in- 
ferior United States tanks, also with telling ef- 
fect. Meanwhile, United States superiority by 
sea was of little avail because the Chinese troops 
reached Korea by land. United States superior- 
ity in the air was offset because the Chinese 
Reds camouflaged their troops effectively by day 
and attacked by night. 

The foregoing facts make a grimly tronic but 
instructive footnote to many recent controver- 
sies. Some one-sided partisans contended 
future wars would be won in the air, some 
that decisions ‘would be arrived at via push- 
button, some that B-36s and others that super- 
carriers would decitie the issue, some that the 
infantry was a thing of the past. Korea should 
be lesson enopgh that all kinds of military 
strength have their uses, and that a nation 
which concentrates on some kinds at the expense 
of others may expect a smart enemy to attack 
it in its sector of greatest neglect.

Four-Language Law Book 
LAW DICTIONARY: ENGLISH-ESPANOL-FRANCAIS- 

DEUTSCH, by Lawrence Deems Egbert. (Falion Law 

Book Co., New York, 637 pgs.) 

This is the first law dictionary to appear 
in English, Spanish, French and German. 
It is, as the editor and compiler explains, 
an effort to fill a serious gap in the ex- 
panding literature of law and international 
relations. The lawyer, the student, the 
professor of law and international relations 
all will find it a pioneering work. 

The origin of the broad project was the 
realization at the International Mili- 
tary Tribunal, in Nu- 
remberg, following 
World War II, that a 
common —_ir reference 

needed. 
Egbert, who 
holds his degree in 
law from study in 
France, was a Lieu- 
tenant Colonel in 
Military Government 
and later on the 
American staff at 
the trial of Goering, 
Hess, Streicher and 
Co. As editor of the 
proceedings at Nu- 
remberg, he experi- 
enced the difficulties which suggested an 
overall dictionary. 

Justice Robert H. Jackson, the Ameri- 
can prosecutor at the war crimes trials, 
writes of the project: 

“Certainly to facilitate understanding 
between our own legal profession and 
those of other languages is not only an 
end worthy in itself, but is also a consid- 
erable means to cultivatidn of that broader 
assault upon barriers to understanding 
which may interfere with amicable rela- 
tions and friendly intercourse between na- 
tions.” 

On each pair of pages two columns ap- 
pear, English and Spanish on the left 
page and French and German on the 
right. Thus, entry No. 2894, on pages 
276-7, is: “To plead guilty; Declararse culp- 
able; Plaider coupable; sich schuldig be- 
hennen.” 

Close relations with the professions 
of Spanish-speaking lawyers in this hemi- 
sphere suggested addition of that language. 
Dr. Egbert is a former political science 
instructor at the University of Illinois.

The covered bridge was one that Zoann 
O’Day built in Chenango valley, New York 
state, after the Civil War, to join the 
O’Day lands on both sides of the stream. 
It was the means of cementing their inter- 
ests and the symbol of their power. Zo- 
ann built the bridge because she wanted 
power, for she was an ambitious and ruth- 
less woman. For those and other reasons 
the bridge didn’t please Daniel Stone, who 
had interests and ambitions of his own. 
So there was a feud between the O’Days 
and the Stones, in which other valley 
dwellers were unavoidably involved. 

There was a good deal of fighting from 
time to time, especially after Zoann built 
a mill to compete with Daniel Stone’s, but 
most of it was about the bridge, which was 
a constant source of contention and vio- 
lence. The bridge and the land were the 
heritage of Zoann’s son, who was a man 
of peace, though he sometimes had to 
fight, and he brought an end to the feud.

century White House Conference 
on Children and Youth. 

The secular-minded sociolo- 
gists won, maintaining that a 
child’s healthy personality devel- 
opment requires some knowledge 
of religious and ethical concepts, 
but that he should get this knowl- 


edge in the home or in his 
church, and nowhere else. 

The debate, which at times be- 
came a little acrid, started when 
Oscar R. Ewing, federal security 
administrator, was presiding over 
a plenary session at which the 
delegates had before them the 
final recommendations of the con- 
ference, subject to amendment. 
The draft of one recommendation 
said “education today in many 
cases is not meeting the needs 
of children and youth” in re- 
ligious matters. 

Amendment Accepted. 

Dr. Abraham N. Franzblau, 
M.D., of the Hebrew Union School 
of Education and Sacred Music 
of New York, offered an amend- 
ment —eventually accepted —to 
strike out the implied criticism 
of the school systems on the ques- 
tion of religious education. 

Dr. Franzblau recognized the 
importance of religious education 
for moral and spiritual health, if 
given in “homes and families and 
in our institutions or organized 
religion,” but then the resolution 
went on: 

“We nevertheless strongly af- 
firm the principle of separation 
of church and state, which has 
been the keystone of our democ- 
racy, and declare ourselves un- 
alterably opposed to the use of 
the public schools directly or in- 
directly for religious educational 
purposes.” 

The ensuing debate took up so 
much of the afternoon session 
that many scheduled speeches 
had to be canceled. 

The argument ranged from the 
passionate cry of a Puerto Rican 
for “freedom from religion” to 
the assertion of a Catholic priest 


an agnostic can be a good Amer- 
ican, but America can never be 
anything but atheistic.” 

Broken Homes Discussed. 

A Presbyterian clergyman of- 
fered an amendment to a recom- 
mendation' on the subject of 
broken homes, stating that “expe- 
rience with God” is central to 
the preservation of the home, and 
would have further added the 
necessity for more religious edu- 
cation.

Short, a former member of the 
Associated Press bureaus. at 
Richmond, Va., and Washington, 
has been assigned to the Balti- 
more Sun’s Washington bureau 
since 1943.

Carey won on the dues issue 
. yesterday when the delegates by 
a standing vote of about two- 
thirds majority supported his 
program to increase monthly per 
capita dues locals pay to the 
international from 50 cents per 
member to 75 cents. Ten cents 
of this amount goes to the parent 
CIO. 

“No Confidence” Issue. 

Had the measure not been 

adopted, he said, the union would 


| 
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run a deficit of about $50,000 a 
month and would be unable to’ | 
expand its organizational actiyi- 
ties. Its current bank balance, he 
reported, is only $25,000. The 
union, which may now' be on a 
self-sustaining basis, has _ pre- 
viously been supported in large j|, 
art by grants from the CIO and | 
oans. 

“Despite the fact that I lack | 
diplomacy,” Carey exclaimed dur- | 
ing the debate, “give me credit | 
for integrity. 

“If you fail to adopt the 75 | 
cents per capita I shall consider ‘ 
it as a vote of ‘no confidence.’ 

“I can't do the job of organiz- 
ing the unorganized and carrying | 
on our fight against the UE and | 
other un-democratic influences, 
and I'm not sure that anybody 
else can, for anything less than a 
75-cent-per-capita tax.” 

Other speakers backing the ad- 
ministration’s program pointed 
out that the rival United Elec- 
trical Workers union has a “mil- 
lion dollar capital to work with” 
together with the “entire ap- 
paratus of the Communist party.” 
The UE was ousted from the CIO 
for pro-Communist actions. 

St. Louis Backing. 

The entire St. Louis delegation 
voted for the dues increase. Sev- 
eral opposing groups of delegates 
bolted instructions from their 
home locals and backed the pro- 
posal. 

Prior to winning his fight for 
the per capita tax, Carey lost in 
an attempt to establish a mini- 
mum of $2 as monthly member- 
ship dues instead of the present 
$1.50. 

The proposition was _ voted 
down 1090 to 952 after delegates 
opposing it had contended that 
the dues scale should be estab- 
lished by the locals. Many have 
get a $2 scale while others op- 
erate on a $1.50 basis. The tax 
forwarded to the international is 
deducted from those dues. The 
St. Louis group also supported the 
proposal to set the minimum 
dues at $2. 

After the increased per capita 
tax was adopted, Carey said the 
IUE now represented a fighting, 
unified democratic organization, 
“we are now on our own.”

It applies movement of 
weapons, fissionable materials or 
strategic industrial geods con- 
Bigned between anv ts points 
Butside the United States, even 
4ntermediary points if the goods 
are to go to thosé areas. 

- Tne bar likewise was 
applicable to shipments destined 
for Hong Kong or Macao, the 
British and Portuguese ports off 
China, to insure that goods will 
not be forwarded those 
ports into Communist China 
itself. 

Bar on Ships Outside U.S. 

The bar applies only to move- 
ment of sirategic goods by 
United States carriers opegating 
outside the United States.*’ The 
‘United States by previous orders 
had, in effect, barred shipments 
of any goods from this country to 
Communist China. The bar on 
‘shipments from this country to 
the Soviet bloc, apart from China, 
applies only to strategic goods. 

News of the bar first was an- 
‘nounced by Senator Maybank 
{Dem.), South Carolina. 

The order was issued by Maj. 
Gen. Philip B. Fleming, Under 
Seccetary of Commerce for Trans- 
portation. He cited the Defense 
‘Production Act of 1950 as his au- 
thority. 

The impact will be felt by 
American carriers — planes and 
Ships—operating between foreign 
“points.

The point is, there was no 
grounds for any claim that the 
hunters thought they were 
shooting at a legal buck. Fur- 
thermore, the doe’s throat had 
been slit, to bleed the carcass. 
In other words, it plainly was 
Operation Venison. 

The violation was reported to 
headquarters and the field men 
were instructed to find hiding 
places, from which they could 
see the carcass, without being 
seen by’ anyone who might be 
waiting for nightfall to pick up 
the meat. After a long wait the 
watchers heard soft footsteps. 
Three men, carrying a ladder, 
finally appeared. They carried 
no flashlights and went about 
their work without conversa- 
tion. When they had carried the 
carcass to and through a fence 
gate that had to be opened, the 
Conservation Commission men, 
following quietly, flashed their

Jano- 
wicz, who set a Big Ten record 
of 11 extra point conversions in 
the Iowa game, received 112 
votes for player of the year 
against 26 for Richter and Bob 
Reynolds of Nebraska. his closest 
rivals. He received 120 votes for 
back of the year, with Kentucky's 
Babe Parilli trailing him with 29 
and Reynolds next with 28. i 


Richter received 63 votes as | 
lineman of the year, followed by | 
a Bob Gain, who polled } 


Win or lose, Janowicz was Ohio 
State’s star. In the loss to South- 
ern Methodist, he kept his club 
in the ball game by kicking two 
field goals and crashing over for 
one touchdown. Against Iowa he 
scored twice and passed for four 
touchdowns in addition to kicking 
that record 11 extra points in the 
83-21 rout. 

Richter, the nation’s best line- 
man in 1950, is only a junior. He 
was a fullback as a freshman and 
a center as a sophomore. Coach 
Lynn Waldorf says, “he has a very 
fine instinct on what play is com- 
ing up next. In all our tough 
games he has mowed down the 
passer innumerable times. Against 
U.C.L.A. he was in their backfield 
all day. Against Stanford he 
tossed Gary Kerkorian for losses 
time and again.” 

Although a linebacker, he 
shrewdly saved California from. 
defeat at the hands of Stanford. 
With the score tied at 7-7 and. 
Stanford on the Cal 21-yard line, 
he doped out the next play as a 
pass, faded back with the man he 
thought might catch the pass, and 
made an interception that saved 
the game.

How- 
ever, the litigdtion succeeded in 
establishing the public policy that 
qualified Negroes must be ad- 
mitted to St. Louis public schools 
for white students unless com- 
parable courses are offered in the 
Negro schools. 

In dismissing the suit, Judge 
Aronson ruled that the specific 
issue raised in the case was moot, 
because the course no longer is 
available at Hadley and the school 
board has no intention of resum- 
ing it in the foreseeable future. 


The court last year held that 
the board must admit Wesley H. 
and Wilbert R. Brewton, broth- 
ers, living at 3918 Delmar boule- 
'vard as students at Hadley, or 
establish a course in aero-mechan- 
ics at)’ Washington Technical 
School tor Negroes. 

The decision was sustained on 
appeal by the Missouri Supreme 
Court. Itheldthat Wesley Brew- 
ton was qualified by previous 
courses to study aero-mechanics, 
but that his brother had not taken 
adequate preparatory work. The 
court noted that it had been in- 
formed the coruse had been. 
dropped at Hadley, and said that 
in that event the school board was 
not require to establish a similar 
class at Washington Technical 
High School. 

The Supreme Court remanded 
the case to Judge Aronson, with 
instructions to dismiss the suit if 
he found, after a hearing, that 
the issue had become moot 
through discontinuance of the 
course. 

At the hearing yesterday, H. H. 
Mecker, principal of Hadley, told 
Judge Aronson the aero-mechan- 
ics course was dropped this semes- 
ter on orders of Superintendent 
of Instruction Philip J. Hickey. 
No reason was given for the ac- 
tion, he said. It was brought out 


| that the equipment used in the 


course’ had been stored, and that 


the school space previously used 
‘for the instruction was now used

for other courses. 

After the court dismissed the 
case, Sidney R. Redmond, attor- 
ney for Brewton, asked Judge 
Aronson, “Where do we stand 
'now?” Judge Aronson replied 
that.in his opinion they are in 
a better position than when the 
suit was filed, because if the 
course should ever be resumed at 
Hadley, Negroes would have to be 
permitted to enroll as students in 
the course, or the subject would 
have to be offered at the Negro 


school.

Nevada Democrat Says 
Secretary Has Lost Pub- 
lic Confidence — No 
Sign of Ouster. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP)— 
Senator Pat McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, joined Republicans today 
in demands for the replacement 
of Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son. 

As Senate Republican leaders 
studied several possible methods 
of attack on Acheson, McCarran 


told a reporter he believes the 
Secretary of State ought to step 
out. He is one of the few Dem- 
ocrats who have expressed such a 
view publicly. 

“I am afraid that Secretary 
Acheson has lost the confidence 
of the country,” McCarran said. 
“Whether what has been said 
about him is either proper or cor- 
rect doesn’t matter now. He 
doesn’t have the country’s confi- 
dence and no secretary can be 
effective under such conditions.”’ 

Senator Ives (Rep.), New York, 
sponsor of a proposed G.O.P. res- 
olution that would call on Presi- 
dent Truman to replace Acheson, 
took almost the same view. Previ- 
ously Ives had been a strong sup- 
porter of the bipartisan foreign 
policy and had backed many ad- 
ministration moves in the inter- 
national field. 

“Whether Acheson is responsi- 
ble for the dilemma we are in or 
whether he isn’t has nothing to 
do with the resolution I have of- 
fered,” Ives said. “He has lost 
the confidence of the country and 
it is up to the President to replace 
him.” 

If the President had any such 
intention, there was no sign of it. 
Nevertheless, one member of the 
Republican policy committee of- 
fered to bet reporters that Ache- 
son either will have resigned—or 
have announced his intention to 
do so—-by Tuesday. He didn’t 
want to be named. 

Democrats denied firmly that 
any such development is in the 
offing. 

In the House Acheson’s 1-.cord 
was defended by four Democratic 
members, Representatives Holi- 
field of California, Bolling of 
Missouri, Celler of New York, and 
Huber of Chio. 

Representative Hugh D. Scott 
Jr. of Pennsylvania, former chair- 
man of the Republican national 
committee, introduced in_ the 
House a resolution calling on 
Truman to demand Acheson’s 
resignation. 


Truman Declines to Consult Taft 
on Foreign Affairs. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (UP)— 
President Truman has_ turned 
thumbs down thus far on inviting 
Senator Robert A. Taft, his rough- 
est Republican, critic, to join bi- 
partisan consultations on the 
world crisis. 

It is not known whether Tru- 
man’s reluctance stems from per- 
sonal annoyance or from a belief 
that the Ohioan would reject the 
bid. 

Congressional sources said Tru- 
man has turned down all sugges- 
tions that might bring the G.O.P. 
policy cormimittee chairman into 
highly secret talks on military and 
diplomatic problems. 


G.I, SENDS HOLIDAY 
GREETINGS FROM 
NORTH (IN KOREA) 


“Season’s greetings from the 
Far North” isn’t necessarily a 
message from Santa Claus. Sgt. 
John Wood, who writes he is ‘“‘too 
damn far north in Korea,” has 
proved it in a letter received 
today by the Post-Dispatch.

Craig's Wife Is Back a : 
T is rather difficult to put the finger exactly on the reason 
“HARRIET CRAIG,” at the AMBASSADOR THEATER, is 
no more than merely passable, considering its antecedents 

as a Pulitzer Prize play, “Craig's Wite.” 

There have been some changes in this, the 

third movie version. Instead of getting her 

husband (Wendell Corey) tangled up in a 

murder investigation, Mrs. Craig (Joan Craw- 

ford) has his promotion and projected trip 

to Japan canceled by telling his boss he 

can't be trusted with money or liquor when 

away from her. That she would try to keep 

him from leaving her even temporarily, no matter what the 
advantage to his career, is in line with her selfish and pos- 
sessive character, but that she would use so foolish a method 
is not convincing. The aunt of the play has been replaced by 

a pretty girl cousin. Mrs. Craig tries to break up her romance 

so that she can keep the girl with her, virtually as a servant. 

That is also consistent, but scarcely an original device. 

But I think the fault lies chiefly in the fact that Harriet 
Craig is not made a very interesting woman. There is nothing 
subtle about her, and as played by Miss Crawford, no charm. 
There is no shading of character—it is an unrelieved-black. 
While it may be believable that Mrs. Craig could lead her hus- 
band around by the nose for four years before he suddenly 
realized her selfishness, it is one of those things I don’t find 
fascinating when the lady is as dull as Mrs. Craig is here. 
Much of this fault is inherent, of course, in Kelly’s play. Since 
it first appeared 25 years ago, we've had many studies of cold 
and conniving female meanies and how they get their come- 
uppance which have been more penetrating, witty or colorful, 
though 1 must admit none of the girls involved has surpassed 
Mrs. Craig in being unlovable. 

The second feature is “BETWEEN MIDNIGHT AND 
DAWN,” with Edmond O’Brien as a heroic cop. 
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The Genius of Chaplin 


Younger people who have never seen Charlie Chaplin 
on the screen, and oldsters who would like to see him again 
at his best, can witness a fine exan.:ple of the man’s particular 
genius in “CITY LIGHTS,” his 1931 film which has been re- 

issued and opens tomorrow at the ART. 
Although this was made in the era of talk- 
ing movies, it is a silent film,-being accom- 
panied only by music (composed by Chaplin 
himself). And it is better that way, at least 
for Chaplin. For his mastery of the art of 
pantomime is so superb one feels that with 
Chaplin dialogue is not only superfluous, 
but an impediment. Much has been said about the Chaplin 
pathos. Here it is at its finest. He is not only thoroughly 
adept at developing the comic situation, so that “City Lights” 
is consistently and immensely hilarious. But his stylized move- 
ments, refined to almost the purity of ballet dynamics and 
postures, his deeply expressive eyes and sensitive, though not 
mobile face, convey by some magical means a sadness that 
makes his work utterly touching, even when he is at his 
funniest. This pathos has the touch of the universal about it, 
in spite of the simplicity and unpretentiousness of the film. 
I am not one to go in for arty symbolism, but I could not 
escape an impression that in the ludicrous little tramp is 
embodied the often ridiculous, often frustrated fumblings of 
mankind toward its aspirations. 

The narrow margin between laughter and tears in the 
hands of a great clown like Chaplin can be illustrated by the 
fact that when I saw “The Bicycle Thief,” the Italian tragedy, 
I was immediately struck by the thought it would make a 
wonderful vehicle for Chaplin. 

There are some memorable scenes in this which it is 
a delight to see again —Charlie after swallowing the whistle, 
Charlie trying to save-the drunken millionaire (Harry Myers) 
from committing suicide, Charlie and Harry in the night-club, 
Charlie as a street-cleaner, Charlie with Hank Mann in a 
prize-fight, a wonderful travesty on the ring, and the look 
on Charlie’s face in the final scene when the blind girl whose 
sight he has been instrumental in restoring finally recognizes 
him. In spite of the crudity of some of the acting (Virginia 
Cherrill’s as the blind girl, for instance) the thick senti- 
mentality which in less adroit hands would be simply maudlin, 
this still ranks as a great film. For it shows a supreme artist 


at his peak.

No one expects a musical comedy’s plot to make sense, 
necessarily, but “THE WEST POINT STORY,” at the FOX 
abuses the privilege with one of the silliest screenplays that 
ever eked out the time between song and dance numbers. 

James Cagney, as a Broadway producer, goes to West 
Point to help the United States Military Academy put on a 
cadet show, so that he can lure Baritone Gordon MacRae 
away from the Point to the stage. Jimmy becomes an hon- 
orary cadet, goes through the systematized hazing (though 
he never actually succeeds in obeying the admonition to suck 
that gut in), thumbs his nose at the honor system, then sees 
the light and becomes a sternly dutiful character. Mostly he 
reminded us of Mickey Rooney playing Peck’s Bad Boy. 


There are a visiting movie queen (Doris Day), who takes. 


part in the show, and Virgina Mayo as Jimmy’s assistant to 
liven up the drab surroundings. The story might be forgivable 
if there were anything on the musical side, but most of the 
numbers are mediocre. The ending found Jimmy, in the sec- 
ond bit of bathos in the film, reaching for a handkerchief, and 
us reaching thankfully for our hat. :

Who Set School Afire

NEW YORK, Dec. 8. 
WAS an insudierable 
brat,” says’ Robert Sher- 
wood, winner of one “Os- 
car” and four Pulitzer prizes. “At 
the age of 14, I wasn’t getting 
very good marks in school—so I 
set fire to the buile yg.” 

Sherwood’s protests have been 
less destructive since then—in 
books and plays he has hammered 
at isolationists and reactionaries. 
The son of a banker, born into 
a family of Republicans, he-is the 
author of the book, “Roosevelt 
and Hopkins.” He says: 


“Do I remember when I first 
met President Roosevelt? Oh, 
yes, I would never forget that— 
it was at a Sunday night supper 
in the White House. He was very 
amusing and talked a blue streak 
during dinner. Afterwards, I sat 
next to him while we saw the 
movie version of my play, ‘Abe 
Lincoln in Illinois,’ and he list- 
ened intently to Lincoln’s long 
speech—actually, a composite of 
14 Lincoln speeches, though a 
lot of Republicans wouldn’t be- 
lieve it. It was in the debate 
scene with Stephen Douglas. At 
the end of the speech, Roosevelt 
turned to me and exclaimed: ‘In 
Lincoln, you've got a great New 
Dealer!’ ” 

In the theater, Bob Sherwood 
got the training for the job he 
was to do for Roosevelt: “All my 
prize-winning plays have been of 
a very political nature. In 1936, 
‘Idiot’s Delight’ foretol the be- 
ginning of the second World War. 
In 1940, with Alfred Lunt and 
Lynn -Fontanne again, ‘There 
Shall Be No Night’ fought isola- 

- tionism.” 

During the first World War, be- 
cause of his enormous height, six- 
foot-seven, Sherwood couldn't get 
into the American armed forces, 
so he crossed the line into Ca- 
nada, and joined the fabulous 
kilted Black Watch—he must have 
been easily the most terrifying of 
the fighting ‘“‘Ladies from Hell.” 
He was a casualty of that war’s 
most terrible weapon, poison gas, 
and invalided out before Armistice

In World War II, he went first 
to Washington with the O.W.I., 
but wound up in the White House 
“Cuff Links Gang,” and remained 
close to Roosevelt and Hopkins 
until the death of both those 
men. 

Hopkins died in 1946, but he

I’ve been waiting 12 
years to get back at some of these 
so-and-sos, and now at last I can 
do it.

Sherwood cites dozens of ex- 
amples of Roosevelt’s genius for 
timing, and on one occasion, he 
found that Roosevelt thought of 
himself as a skilled performer: 

“Making speeches, Roosevelt 
and Churchill were very much 
alike. They talked the same way, 
and both were tremendously 
pleased when a trick of timing or 
intonation got a bigger laugh than 
had been expected. The Presi- 
dent used to joke about it. 

“One time after a speech be- 
fore a live audience, when he 
was really in form, really wow- 
ing them, I complimented him on 
the way he had timed some of 
his lines. Roosevelt threw back 
his head and laughed and said, 
‘Tell me, Bob, do you think Al- 
fred Lunt could-have done it any 
better?’ ”

Canasta

NE of the inconsistencies of 
0 the official Canasta laws is 

the conflict between the rule 
that a player who holds only one 
card may not take a one-card 
pack to go out, but that same 
player must take a one-card pack 
and go out if the stock has been 
exhausted and the one-card pack 
matches one of his side’s previous 
melds. 

There doesn’t seem too much 
reason for this exception to the 
general application of the rule. 
But here is a case where an alert 
player turned it to his advantage, 
He held: 


With the stock exhausted, he 
had just taken a small pack. The 
player at his right had only one 
card. The opponents had made 
melds of five eights and five 
sixes and four queens, so that 
discarding any of those three 
cards would not only let the next 
viayer take it; it would force 
him to do so. Nevertheless, in- 
stead of discarding the absolutely 
safe and deal-ending black three, 
this player discarded the abso- 
lutely unsafe (though equally 
deal-ending) queen. 


Probably you have guessed why. 
It was a matter of the score. The 
opponents’ melds totaled just 
about 3000 points. The few cards 
they had left in their hands would 
probably bring that total down 
below 3000 and leave them need- 
ing only 90 for the next deal. 
But by forcing the next player 
to meld out, and deliberately giv- 
ing him a present of 110 points, 
it was a certainty that they would 
need to meld 120 on the next 
deal. 

The queen was selected rather 
than the eight or the six because 
if the player happened to be 
holding another eight or six in 
his hand the might have been 
counting the score, too) there was 
no point in risking handing him 
a canasta. But it’s always worth 
100 points or so to boost the 
initial meld the opponents will 
require on the ensuing deal. 


Question: If the game must stop 
before either side has reached 
5000 (because one or more of the 
players must leave) how should 
the score be settled? Should the 
side that is ahead get an addi- 
tional bonus? 

Answer: Certainly not. It would 
not get any bonus for reaching 
5000 points, so it gets no bonus 
for being ahead. Simply settle the 
score on the basis of net differ- 


ences at the time the game ends. |

T dinner parties, between 

Thanksgiving and Christmas, 

meats other than turkey will 
more than likely be chosen. 
While all of us love this bird and 
delight in leftovers, we will have 
more appetite for a roast rather 
than a fowl during early De- 
cember. 

When we give a dinner party, 
we like to have a main dish that 
will be attractive in appearance. 
A rib roast of beef is a popular 
selection, but as far as good 
looks are concerned, a crown 
roast of lamb or pork is the win- 
ner. It has an advantage which 
the carver will appreciate be- 
cause it is easy to separate into 
sections. When roasted to a 
lovely golden brown and filled 
with fluffy, mashed sweet or 
white potatoes and garnished ap- 
propriately, hostess as well as 
host and all the guests will ap- . 
preciate its choice. 

Two ribs should be allowed for 
each serving and the butcher can 
put sections together so that any 
size you like can be ,ordered. 
Pork is a particularly good choice 
just now, and, as you know, this 
needs long slow cooking. Dur- 
ing the process, the kitchen will 
be filled with its savory odor. 
Sauteed pineapple rings or un- 
pared apple rings that may be 
either sauteed lightly or dipped 
in lemon juice to preserve color 
may surround the roast. Another 
suggestion is apple balls cooked 
in a syrup, colored and flavored 
with cinnamon drops. Spiced, 
whole crab apples or spiced | 
peaches are also delicious with" 
pork. Instead, canned peaches | 
may be poached in their own. 
Syrup and then filled with a 
bright red jelly. 


_ Vegetables that go well with 
either pork or lamb are broccoli | 
or cauliflower, or if your guests | 


have old-fashioned tastes, they 
will like red cabbage or sauer- 
kraut cooked with apples. And, 
as a final touch, they may be 
flavored with wine. With a hearty 
main course of this sort, a thin 


might be chosen. A highly sea- 
soned French dressing should be 
poured over the fruit. 

Dessert should also be com- 
paratively light. It might be 
wine or coffee jelly, balls of 
lemon ice served with fruit in 
wine, if fruit has not already 
appeared on the menu. Lemon 
souffle tarts or an orange souffle 
are other suggestions. The lat- 
ter will not be chosen unless 
there is good- assistance in the 
kitchen, as it must be baked at 
the last moment. 

Crown Roast of Pork. 

Have butcher form rib sections 
of pork into a crown. Have ends 
“Frenched” ‘trimmed.) Rub 
roast with salt and pepper and 
clove of garlic. Arrange on rack 
of open pan and bake in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees F.) 40 
minutes per pound. When serv- 
ing, fill center with fluffy, 
mashed sweet potatoes or with 
buttered wild rice. Garnish sau- 
teed slices of pineapple. 

Fluffy Sweet Potatoes. 

Eight to nine medium-sized 
yams, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup sugar, two tablespoons 
butter or margarine, one large 
can Sliced pineapple. 

Boil yams in covered kettle 
about one-half hour, or until soft. 
Use as livle water as possible. 
Peel while hot and place in a 
deep bowl or bowl of electric mix- 
er. Add salt, sugar, butter or 
margarine. Beat. Drain juice 
from pineapple and heat to just 
under a boil. Gradually add juice 
to yams while heating.

Plans Still Largely on Paper, but Every- 
one Can Expect to Have a Part When 


And If Concrete Program Materializes 
By Peter Wyden 


BOUT a year from today, 
Accery person in St. Louis and 

St. Louis county, including 
children and housewives, can ex- 
pect to be working at the grim 
business of learning how to sur- 
vive a possible atomic attack. But 
civil defense is a complicated, ex- 
pensive business and work on it 
— here and nearly everywhere 
else in the country—is still almost 
entirely in the paper stage. 

If present plans can be financed 
.and translated into action, Frank 
‘D. Sullivan, Co-Ordinator of Civil 
Defense, hopes that every St. 
Louisan will be equipped with 
some permanent identification in 
the form of a card, a tag or pos- 
Sibly a tattoo mark. Everybody 
will be blJood-typed. In every 
household there should be one 
person who has taken a first-aid 
course. And every adult will have 
had a chance to read a simple 
little Government booklet telling 
exactly what to do if an A-bomb 
should fall. 

Civil defense is scheduled to go 
ahead whether an all-out war 
comes or not. Once it is fully in 
operation, teachers in the schools 
will know where to take their 
students in case of attack. Hospi- 
tals will know how to provide for 
their patients. Stores and offices 
will know what to do about the 
safety of customers and employes. 
Housewives will know how to re- 
duce bomb dama __in their homes 
and what foods will be safe to eat. 

There will be a city-wide alarm 
system. Crews will be available 
with Geiger counters to check on 
radiation in contaminated areas 
in event of an atomic bombing. 
Some medical and fire-fighting 
help may be available from the 
East St. Louis area and other 
neizhboring communities. Police 
will be trained to put in effect 
a disaster plan. Medical supplies 
will be stockpiled. Emergency 
communication equipment will be 
installed to replace disrupted 
wires. Construction may begin on 
some air raid shelters and about 
50,000 air raid wardens should 
know where each person in his 
block usually keeps himself at any 
time of day and where the young- 
sters and the old people live. 

None of these services will be 
available, however, unless sound 
plans are made and action taken. 
And a survey of top officials in 
the city’s civil defense, police, 
Red Cross and medical organiza- 
tions indicates that present plans 
are not in reassuring shape. 

“Too many people have their 
hands in it,” says Dr. Armand 
D. Fries, president of the St. 
Louis Medical Society. “It’s a 
hodgepodge without co-ordination 
and we’re very much concerned.” 

There is good reason for the 
doctor’s concern, for the only two 
disaster kits available today at 
the St. Louis chapter of the Amer- 
icam Red Cross contain a total 
of four folding stretchers, 12 
tourniquets, two packages of cot- 
ton, 12 blankets, a dozen eye 
pads, and a few other odds and 
ends assembled on a similar scale. 

ee: ££ <4 
O cope with some of these 
enormous tasks Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst last March appointed 
Sullivan, former newspaper man 
and one-time head of St. Louis 
playgrounds, as the city’s $500-a- 
month civil defense boss. But 
eight months later Sullivan does 
not have a secretary, let alone a 
staff. His salary is being paid out 
of the Mavor’s contingency fund. 

Last week a bill was introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen to give 
the civil defense organization 
legal status. It would designate 
the various city department heads 
to boss the health, safety and 
communications phases of home 
defense.- Sullivan says he hopes 
the bill, now in committee, will 
be approved within two weeks. 
Meanwhile, the Board of Estimate 
has approved a companion ap- 
propriations bill — for $8000 to 
tide Sullivan over until next 
April. 

One reason for continued delay 
is that nobody yet knows who 
will pay for what in civil defense. 
Sullivan estimates it would take 
an initial $75,000,000 here over a 
two-year period to set up an or- 
ganization, train its workers and 
begin constructing some shelters. 

Who will raise this money? 

“We are like many other cities 
in more or less of a quandary 
until we know what assistance we 
can expect from national and 


state sources,” Mayor Darst re- 
cently wrote the American Mu- 
nicipal Association... “The idea 
that each city should finance its 
own program is preposterous and 
until such a time as it is deter- 
mined what financial assistance 
we can get from both nation and 
state, it will be extremely diffi- 
cult to perfect our organization.” 

The city is looking toward 
Washington for more than finan- 
cial aid. For instance, its pro- 
gram of training 50,000 air raid 
wardens cannot begin until train- 
ing manuals are available and 
teachers are trained. Co-ordina- 
tor Sullivan feels no teachers can 
be correctly trained in the newly 
adopted procedures until a dele- 
gation from St. Louis can take 
a course in the proposed National 
Civil Defense Staff College. And 
he has not been informed when 
or whether such a college will 
open. Nor has he been advised 
when he will get the Geiger 
counters and medical supplies he 
expects to.be sent eventually. 

Similarly, Sullivan thinks the 
city should wait for Washington 
to recommend a standard type of 
air raid warning siren. He be- 
lieves that some World War II 
sirens are still about, but he has 
not had an opportunity to check 
on them. As far as he knows, 
there is not one siren mounted 
oo immediate emergency use to- 

ay. 

Last week’s appointment of 
Millard F. Caldwell, former 
Governor of Florida, to head an 
independent federal Civil Defense 
Agency will give impetus to na- 
tional planning. So will the bill 
calling for expenditures of $3,- 
100,000,000 proposed to Congress 
Monday for a three-year defense 
program. States and local com- 
munities would provide 46 per 
cent of that sum. The bulk of 
this money would be spent for 
“communal-type_ shelters.” But 
until federal efforts get underway 
St. Louis and most other cities 
are virtually defenseless against 
atomic attack. 

“If we had an atom bomb at- 
tack now, we’d be in a hell of a 
fix,” says Ralph Hammond of 
Jefferson City, state director of 


Civil Defense. 
§ ing hamstrung by lack of di- 

rection from higher echelons. 
Roy Wingate, manager of the lo- 
cal Red Cross, has 135 trained 
first-aid instructors on call. But 
at this writing the Red Cross text 
books on the subjects are still be- 
ing rewritten to conform to the 
latest dangers of radiation and 
atomic dust. Besides, he can’t train 
air raid wardens until they have 
been recruited. And Co-ordinator 
Sullivan feels he can’t recruit 
them because the enthusiasm for 
volunteers would soon cool if 
they were called to meetings 
where no training material was 
available. 

Wingate is fairly sure that 
sooner or later everybody in the 
city will have to be “blood-typed,” 
but so far the policy on this 
process has not been established. 
The local chapter does have 11,- 
000 pint bottles available for 
blood and they have been stored 
in three different places. Form- 
erly, only about 1500 bottles 
would be carried. A man from 
Wingate’s office has also spent 
considerable time quietly survey- 
ing the shelter possibilities in 27 
counties west of the Mississippi, 
and Wingate is confident that 
roofs could be found for 300,000 
or 400,000 persons within a 125- 
mile radius of the city. How the 
people would be guided there, of 
course, is not entirely his prob- 
lem. 

Co-ordinator Sullivan, however, 
feels St. Louis is ahead of most 
other cities in its preparations 
for civil defense because of a 
308-page report recently compiled 
by the 307th Military Government 
Group. a local Army reserve out- 
fit, with the co-operation of the 
city’s defense co-ordinator. The 
report covers a training problem 
wherein the city of “Sanlu, 
Mesouria” was occupied by Amer- 
ican troops and then A-bombed 
by the enemy on four hours’ 
notice. 

The volume contains a valuablk 
—if partial—inventory of the 
city’s resources. It lists such things 
as the addresses and personne! 
of all welfare agencies, possible 
evacuation centers, the productive

capacity of many industrial plants, 
and the resources of the city’s 
banks. But the group’s officers 
are the first to minimize the re- 
port’s value as a civil defense 
plan. 

“Mine was a military problem,” 
says Col. Arthur W. Jacobs, com- 
manding officer of the 307th, 
“Civil defense is a civilian prob- 
lem. We just happened to use St. 
Louis as a laboratory.” 

The report does picture in con- 
siderable detail just what would 
happen if an A-bomb were to ex- 
plode 2000 feet above Union Sta- 
tion. The terminal is perhaps the 
city’s biggest single prize. It may 
well be the main reason why St. 
Louis ranks high as a potential 
target. More than 50 per cent of 
the nation’s Class One railroad 
trackage uses Union Station as a 
terminal somewhere along the 
line. 

If the station should become 
“ground zero,” the report states, 
destruction would be complete 
above the ground for half a mile 
in all directions. This would take 
in Union Station itself, the Post 
Office, the City Hall, Kiel Audi- 
torium, Police Headquarters, the 
offices of the Missouri-Pacific 
Railroad and the General Ameri- 
can Life Insurance Co., the Army 
Medical Depot, the Downtown 
Y.M.C.A. and the Public Library. 

For the next half mile the av- 


- erage degree of destruction would 


be 65 per cent. This deadly di- 
ameter would include the Jeffer- 
son Hotel; the Post-Dispatch 
building, Famous-Barr and more 
than 9000 slum homes west of 
Twelfth street. The third half- 
mile circle, where the rate of de- 
struction would be 30 per cent, 
reaches west to Grand Avenue and 
east to the levee. 

If there was no advance warn- 
ing of a raid—an unlikely pros- 
pect in view of the coast-wide 
radar detection net which is be- 
ing completed—the Military Gov- 
ernment trainees estimated there 
would be 50,000 killed and in- 
jured in an A-attack on St. Louis 


and perhaps 50,000 more would | 


be made homeless. 

Co-Ordinator Sullivan expects 
that sooner or later there may be 
evacuation rehearsals. But he says 
the thinking of civil defense plan- 
ners is more and more away from 
the removal of vast numbers of 
people. Red Cross disaster experts 
who administered aid to such 
devastated areas as Texas City, 
Tex., point out, however, that dis- 
asters often set off a large-scale 
exodus from stricken areas. They 
have discovered that explosions 
send people streaming into the 
countryside and that there seems 
to be no way to stop them. 


In addition to preparations by 
Sullivan and the Red Cross, the 
St. Louis area has other emer- 
gency plans in the making. 

One is being perfected by the 
St. Louis County Council of De- 
fense. Its chairman, Mayor Nor- 
man A. Myers of Overland, says 
that not all department heads 
have been appointed as yet but 
that recruiting of auxiliary police 
and fire forces is to begin shortly. 

Another plan has been worked 
out by the Disaster Relief Com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Medical 
Society. But Dr. Fries, president 
of the society, says the plan would 
only be sufficient to cope with 
tornadoes and similar conven- 
tional disasters. Besides, it has 
not yet been adopted by the St. 
{Louis Hospital Council.

Y far the best blueprint for

withheld making plans until we 
get something out of Washing- 
ton.” 

Guidance and financial assist 
ance is expected to be forthcom- 
ing from the national Office of 
Civil Defense when Congress gets 
around to considering the matter, 
possibly soon. But thus far the 
federal role in disaster protection 
has been severely limited. 

“The basic operating responsi- 
bility for civil defense is the indi- 
vidual and his local goverment,” 
says the National Security Re- 
sources Board’s definite plan. 
“The cities, counties and towns 
are best qualified to handle their 
own operating functions.” 

In St. Louis, meanwhile, Co- 
ordinator Sullivan says he is 
gratified that “hysteria has been 
held down.” And until his orga- 
nization gets on its feet he can 
only hope that the police dis- 
patcher won’t one day clear his 
throat and announce into his mi- 
crophone: 

“Attention all cars and every- 
one .. . attention all cars and 
everyone ... Signal Red... 
Signal Red ... Proceed to your 
stations...” 


emergency headquarters. 

“As far as I know,” he sa:i, 
“we are the only department in 
the country which has co-ordi- 
nated all utilities, charitable or- 
ganizations, and so forth, into one 
plan.

North's redouble of two spades, 
with only the singleton king in 
partner's suit, may appear to have 
been a “nervy” action, but ac- 
tually it was both shrewd and 
sound. After all, South had en- 
tered the auction at the two level 
when vulnerable, and presumably 
had a pretty good suit. Thus, the 
king was an excellent solidifying 
card, and North’s strength in the 
red suits was impressive. 

East, needless to say, was not 
very pleased with the situation, 
but he was afraid that a runout 
to three hearts might be very 
costly, and he had some hope that 
West would be able to take six 
tricks against the spades, single- 
handed. 

West himself might have re- 
considered his position and made 
the best of a bad bargain by bid- 
ding two no-trump—thus, by 
simple logic demanding that East 
show his best suit—but apparent- 
ly West was determined to stand 
by his guns. 

West led the jack of hearts. 
South won with the queen and 
led a low spade. West decided to 
duck. South discarded two clubs 
on the high heart., then led a 
diamond to the jack. West took 
his ace and shifted to the queen 
of clubs, but South of course 
ruffed. 

The final outcome was that 
West took only twe spade tricks, 
one diamond and one club, and 
that North-South collected 240 
points below the l.ne, 450 points 
above, and the rubber bonus.
